Only a burned out shell of a building remained standing 
Monday, but a number of Fort Erie residents wanted to see 
what was left of Pikes Dry Cleaners on Jarvis St. 

The downtown business was destroyed and two other 
properties on either side were damaged following a spec¬ 
tacular fire Sunday night that kept firefighters busy for sev¬ 
eral hours before it was brought under control. 

No injuries were reported. 

On Monday, a section of Jarvis St., near Central Ave., 



remained closed to traffic and yellow caution tape sur¬ 
rounded the property. A Niagara Regional Police cruiser 
remained stationed at the scene and an officer was making 
sure no one set foot on the property. 

Heavy rain in the morning hampered the start of any 
investigation until the early afternoon. Investigators from 
Ontario’s Office of the Fire Marshal were called because of 
the damage value, which has been pegged at about $1 mil¬ 
lion by Fort Erie Fire Chief Larry Coplen. 

Investigators were trying to determine if the fire began 
near the front of the building because that appeared to have 
considerable damage. 


“It appears to be that way, but we don’t have a definitive 
answer right now,” said Coplen. 

What remained of the building did not appear to be too 
safe so investigators were not planning to go in too far for 
fear that the structure might collapse. 

"We are not going too deep into the building,” said Coplen, 
adding he was going to be meeting with the insurance com¬ 
pany soon as possible so they could decide their next course 
of action. 

"The building will definitely be coming down, sooner 
rather than later, because it’s a bit of a hazard.”

Heavy smoke and the presence of 
fire fighting equipment required 
the closing of Central Ave., Jarvis 
St., and Courtwright St., for several 

JohnLunnandDennisFerdinandi 
were among those who stopped on 
Jarvis St., Monday to view the 


charred remains. 

“This is kind of liistoric for me 
because I used to own the busi¬ 
ness," said Ferdinandi, who owned 
it for about 10 years from 1993 to 
2003. 

“I spent a lot of time in that build¬ 
ing when I owned it, putting in 
18-hour days and seven days a 
week,” he said. 


"The original entrance was on 
the left and there was an upstairs 
apartment, but no one was living 

"There's a basement but it wasn’t 
too big. 

"The floor wasn't too bad, but if 
there was structural damage some¬ 
one could go right in there." 

When Lunn and Ferdinandi were 


looking at the building, both of 
them thought it was not safe for 
anyone to go inside because they 
thought it was actually leaning and 
there might be danger of it coming 

Ferdinandi said it was devastat¬ 
ing to see what was left of the build¬ 
ing because it was probably around 
since the early 1940s. 


He said one machine was only 
about five or six years old and it was 
quite expensive, possibly in the 
$100,000 range. 

“From what I can see it leads me 
to believe it might have started in 
the front of the building,” said 
Ferdinandi. 

“The back looks more like it col¬ 
lapsed.”

Here in Canada, the National Farmers Union in 
December 2013 called for a “precautionary five-year 
moratorium on the use of the neonicotinoid seed treat¬ 
ments for field crops and for independent research to be 

In September, a group of Ontario beekeepers served 
notice they were seeking class-action status to sue Bayer 
(Crop Science) and Syngenta, claiming the chemical 
companies were negligent in the manufacture, sale and 
distribution of neonics in Ontario that caused beekeepers 
significant financial losses. The beekeepers said they 
would be seeking $450 million. 

Minister of Agriculture, Food and Rural Affairs Jeff Leal 
announced in July he was moving to limit the amount of 
neonicotinoids applied to Ontario's farm fields. 

On Tuesday, Gord Miller, Ontario commissioner on the 
environment, released an annual report with a scathing 
commentary on the use of neonicotinoids. 

“All the science is not done, but everything I have 
before me... suggests to me as an ecologist that this is the 
biggest threat to the structure and ecological integrity of 
the ecosystem that I have encountered in my life. Bigger 
than DDT,” Miller said last Tuesday, following the release 
of the report. 

DDT was an insecticide widely used until it was banned 
in the 1970s after studies showed it was hazardous to 
wildlife and the environment. 

Miller urged the province to act independently of the 
federal government in phasing out the use of neonicoti¬ 
noids and to return to a system of integrated pest man¬ 
agement — crop rotation, bio controls — that would see 
the use of pesticides as a last resort. 

Dubanow, a fourth-generation beekeeper of 20 years, 
said he believes a decline in the bee population is more 
likely the results of drought, varroa mites, diseases or 
beekeepers not paying close enough attention to the 
hygiene of hives. 

He cited as an example the health of his bees feeding at 
a clover field in Niagara-on-the-Lake this summer where 
corn was planted last year. 

“My bees were collecting clover (pollen and nectar) 
from the beginning of June till now, and that means my 
bees should be poisoned from the systemic neonicoti¬ 
noids which are in the ground, because the pollen and 
the nectar would be sucking up those poisons from the 
ground... my bees haven’t died.”

Dubanow said beekeepers who claims 
neonics have killed their bees should 
provide proof by having their dead bees 
and honey tested for confirmation, “but 
they’re not doing that." 

Dubanow said if neonicotinoids were 
indeed behind colony collapses, it would 
be most prominent in Western Canada 
where 100% of canola seeds are coated 
in the pesticide and beekeepers there 
who have pollination contracts on cano¬

He said he knows of many beekeepers 
with hives around corn fields who have 
not been affected.

Spending tax dollars on heri¬ 
tage projects, attracting new 
industry and improving new rela¬ 
tionships with business owners 
were some of the issues discussed 
during last Tuesday’s all candi¬ 
dates night at the Fort Erie 
Leisureplex. 

The Greater Fort Erie Chamber 
of Commerce hosted the debate, 
which gave candidates in Wards 
1,2 and 3 an opportunity to share 
their platform in front of about 
300 people. 

Candidates were asked wheth¬ 
er or not they supported spend¬ 
ing tax dollars on heritage proj¬ 
ects like the Point Abino 
Lighthouse. 

Ward 1 candidate Andrew 
Aitken supported spending tax 
dollars on heritage projects. 

“We have so much history 
between the racetrack, the inter¬ 
national railway bridge and the 
Peace Bridge,” Aitken said. 

Fellow Ward 1 candidate Rob 
Dunn agreed spending money on 
historic projects is important. 

“We have a historic town. The 
racetrack has been going for 117 
years and we need to keep that 
going. 

Susan Jovanovic, a candidate 
for Ward 1, agreed that heritage 
projects should be supported 
"within reason.” 

“We need to maintain a bal¬ 
ance, and there are always trade 
offs,” Jovanovic said. 

“We will pick and choose (what 
projects to support) because we 
will build on those things Fort 
Erie is known for and what Fort 
Erie has.” 

Fellow Ward 1 candidate 
George McDermott said tax dol¬ 
lars should be spent on heritage 
projects if there is enough com¬ 
munity support. 

Ward 2 candidate John 
Mollicone suggested the Town of 
Fort Erie adopt a model of spend¬ 
ing whereby the town commits to 
a certain spending cap for heri¬ 
tage projects. 

Ward 2 incumbent Rick Shular 
said only the taxpayer should 
determine how much money is 
spent on heritage projects. “If 
taxpayers want more, they need 
only ask.” 

Ward 3 candidate George Ahern 
Junior supported spending tax 
dollars on heritage projects. 

“Yes, I believe we need to pro¬ 
tect the history of our town.” 

Ward 3 candidate Susan Salzer 
said supporting heritage projects 
could help bring jobs into the 
community. 


“The town needs to generate 
culture and heritage to become a 
place where people want to live, 
work and play.” 

Kimberly Zanko, a Ward 3 can¬ 
didate, said heritage projects are 
important but have to be consid¬ 
ered on a case-by-case basis “and 
whether or not the money is 
available." 

According to Jovanovic, Fort 
Erie’s greatest asset is its people. 

“People (in Fort Erie) are 
friendly and we need to project 
that image outside of the town," 
Jovanovic said when asked about 
what can be done to show Fort 
Erie is open for business. 

McDermott said councillors 
should work with the Economic 
Development and Tourism 
Corporation and the Chamber of 
Commerce “to see where we are 
dropping the ball.” 

He also suggested that council 
respect a ruling by the Ontario 
Municipal Board and stick to it 
when developers seek a hearing. 

“We need business fostering 
teams and we must be up front 
and communicating with each 
other,” Mollicone said. 

Shular said he wasn't going to 
“sugarcoat” the fact that Fort Erie 
has seen “a very tough four

Zanko said now is the time to 
apologize to the business com¬ 
munity “and assure them we are 
open for business.” 

Giving established businesses 
incentives to stay open would 
help bring economic growth into 
the community, Aitken said. 

Dunn said council needs to 
“work together” and “analyze, 
examine and embrace each proj¬ 
ect on its own merit” before mak¬ 
ing a decision to deny or accept 

Aitken said the town can sup¬ 
port businesses by "working with 
what’s already here and giving 
incentives to business owners." 

When asked what specific proj¬ 
ect or issue Mollicone would 
champion if he were elected, he 
said he would like to see a motor¬ 
cycle and vehicle event along the 
Niagara Parkway. 

Shular said an improvement to 
Douglas Park, which is across the 
street from Douglas Memorial 
Hospital Site, is one of his priori¬ 
ties. 

Shular is also concerned about 
expansion plans proposed for the 
Peace Bridge will impact Fort 
Erie residents when traffic will be 
reduced to two lanes. 

“We need to work with (Peace

Mayoral contenders face off

Fort Erie’s mayoral and regional candidates were chal¬ 
lenged with questions about the economic development 
and the expenditure of taxpayers' money, Thursday night 
in the first of two public debates. 

About 200 people attended the debate, which was 
hosted by the Stevensville Kinsmen and Kinettes at 
Stevensville Memorial Hall. 

When asked what they would do to ensure the Canadian 


Motor Speedway opens by 2017 in Fort Erie, mayoral can¬ 
didates Mike Cloutier, Dean Demizio, Ann-Maire Noyes, 
Stephen Passero and Wayne Redekop unanimously 
agreed the project is an important one. 

According to Cloutier, ground should have already 
been broken on the speedway and the newly elected 
council will need to put pressure on the province to 
ensure access to the speedway from the Queen Elizabeth 

"We need to look at a site plan and apply for grants,” 
Cloutier added. 


“If we don’t capitalize on the opportunity the speedway 
will have presented to us, we’ll have missed the boat.” 

If the community desires to bring the speedway to Fort 
Erie, Demizio believes residents need to show support of 
the project. 

“If you show support, it (the speedway) will come 
through.” 

“We need to make sure they know they (the developers 
of the speedway) are welcome here and streamline the 
process (of the development),” Noyes said.

NPCA workers 
unionize 


QMI Agency Niagara 

Niagara Peninsula Conservation 
Authority employees have unionized. 

The Ontario Labour Relations Board 
affirmed Sept. 30 that NPCA workers 
voted Sept. 3 to join OPSEU/NUPGE 
(Ontario Public Service Employees 
UnionNational Union of Public and 
General Employees). 

"Whether it’s about working condi¬ 
tions or disgruntled employees — I 
don’t see anything to it,” Carmen 
D’Angelo, the NPCA’s chief adminis¬ 
trative officer, said last week of employ¬ 
ees’ move to unionize. 

He said conservation authority 
workers are unionized elsewhere in 
the province. So, too, he added, are 
Niagara Parks workers. 

"It’s OK,” he said. “We’re standard¬ 
izing all our labour practices and now 
were doing it with the union.” 

There is no timeline established for 
negotiating a first contract, he said. 

D’Angelo said the union will repre¬ 
sent about 30 inside and outside work¬ 
ers including those in restoration, 
technicians, planners and parks field 
workers. 

"These workers play a vital role in 
maintaining and preserving the natu¬ 
ral beauty and habitats in the area, and 
ensuring that it isn’t lost for future gen¬ 
erations,” OPSEU president Warren 
Thomas said in a news release. 

Thomas could not be reached for 
comment for this story.

Voting for regional chair this time around 
will be limited to those elected to regional 
council. 

Previously, an unelected person was eli¬ 
gible to become chair provided they were 
nominated by someone on council. This 
played out in 2010, when former Welland 
mayor Damian Goulbourne was nominat¬ 
ed for the chair’s position even though he 
fell short in his bid for one of Welland’s 
two regional council positions. Councillors 
changed the rules in this last term of office 
so that now the chair must come from the 
ranks of those on council.

The man currently in the position is on 
record as saying he wants back in, but 
other likely contenders for the job of 
Niagara Region chair are not showing their 
hands. 

Potential candidates to challenge Gary 
Burroughs should he be re-elected as 
regional councillor for Niagara-on-the- 
Lake include regional Couns. Bart Maves 
and Selina Volpatti of Niagara Falls, outgo¬ 
ing mayors Bill Hodgson and Vance 
Badawey of Lincoln and Port Colborne 
respectively, Bruce Timms of St. Catharines 
and Henry D’Angela of Thorold. 

Maves, Timms and D'Angela were nomi¬ 
nated for chair in 2010, with Maves com¬ 
ing in second to Burroughs in a 19-11 final 
ballot vote by councillors. 

Maves said although he believes he has 
the leadership skills required for the posi¬ 
tion, he has not made up his mind, if he is 
successful in being re-elected, on whether 
he would let his name stand for the posi¬ 
tion that pays slightly more $117,000 
annually. 

“I was interested before, and I ran, and I 


still believe I can provide the leadership 
that will take us in a newer direction, but I 
have not made up my mind,” Maves said. 

Volpatti, Hodgson and D’Angela said 
they were focused on being elected to 
council. 

“I’m going to leave that one alone until 
elected,” said Hodgson, who decided not 
to vie for re-election as mayor of Lincoln 
in favour of filling the town’s regional 
councillor position. 

“Quite simply, that's not why I'm run¬ 
ning for the region,” Hodgson said. “After 
11 years as mayor, I’m going to appreciate 
the opportunity to kind of refocus on some 
of the regional stuff.” 

Hodgson added he "works hard at the 
region, and I think I’m well respected ... 
my plan really is to keep building on that, 
and as far as the future, that’s a whole dif¬ 
ferent discussion that is going to have to 
happen. It really depends on who is there. 
I think the main thing is. I’m hoping to see 
a council that is way more focused on out¬ 
comes than on making speeches next 

D'Angela, who is chair of the Niagara 
Regional Police services board said: "At 
this time, I’m just focusing on getting

It's time for Phil Van Kleef to make grown men scream 
again.Every September, the corn stalks, creepy-crawlies and 
body parts start to come out at his Lundy’s Lane camp¬ 
ground. And every year, plenty of tough guys can’t take it.“I 
had a team of football players in the ghost tunnels, as we call 
them,” says the spook specialist behind the annual Haunt 
Manor at Campark Resorts. "They screamed like a five-year- 
old girl and fell on their backs, all of them.” 

The annual fright fest, which caught the attention of 
Fangoria magazine last year, has returnedt, and Van Kleef 
promises more effects, actors and screams this year. The 
already long hay ride has been extended to one kilometre, 
and people will enjoy a few additions, including the Witches 
Cavern, 3-D Freak House and illusionist Edward Stone. 

The entire production — one of the country's largest 


haunted attractions — is so complex it takes months to set 
up. All to give people a good scare. 

In addition to the grisly effects, about 30 performers roam 
the grounds tormenting visitors, popping out when least 
expected. They’re all trained actors who know how to ratde 
people. Some, like Chewy the Clown, have become recur¬ 
ring characters. 

"They've made their own backgrounds and have actual 

As a kid, Van Kleef loved attractions like Pirates of the 
Carribbean at Disney World, and knew his dad Peter’s spa¬ 
cious campground on Lundy’s Lane would be perfect for an 
interactive horror attraction. 

He invested about $150,000 for the first year in 2010, and 
since then has put nearly $500,000 into making it an eerie

Considering the lengths he goes, it’s surprising that Van 
Kleef isn't a horror fan. He liked the look in die movie Sleepy 
Hollow, and aims for that theme — more gothic horror than 
slasher. But it’s still not for the faint of heart — a separate 
Children’s Day is held Oct. 11 minus the gore and mayhem. 

About 5,000 people showed up last year, says Van Kleef. 
The busiest weekend was the one before Halloween, with 
three-hour lineups to get in. 

Even while waiting in line, performers keep the crowd 
engaged with a theatre show. 

People who don’t want to take the full $35 tour (hay ride 
and haunted houses) can do each on their own for $20. 

The full experience takes more than an hour. 

Screaming football players aside, has Van Kleef ever 
scared anyone too much? 

“No. Everyone walks out laughing.”

For the first six months of his life, his parents took turns holding him in a 
rocking chair through the night, keeping him upright and listening to him 
breathe though their own quasi-sleep. 

When he was older, he slept in a crib in his own bedroom, his mattress 
raised at one end to help him breathe better and cough less. They tried 
everything. Cool mist vaporizer. Window open. Windows closed. 

Always a baby monitor at their bedside. Listening. 

When they heard him cough, at least they were reassured he was breath¬ 
ing. 

“If we didn’t hear anything, we worried," she says. “Every sound, we'd get 
up and check.” 

For nearly two years, it continued. Wore on her. “I wasn't empowered at 
the time to do things myself,” she says. Until their family doctor suspected 
asthma, sent them to a pediatrician, who confirmed it. All the symptoms 
added up — the coughing, the repeated times when he was sick, die short¬ 
ness of breath when he ran around. 

Just before he turned two, he had his first visit to the asthma clinic where 
he saw registered respiratory therapist Diane Michaud. 

She helped his parents, Victoria and Ryan, develop a plan, so they would 
know what to do for specific symptoms. 

Asthma happens when inflammation inside the bronchial tubes — the 
airways to the lungs — make it difficult for air to flow through the smaller, 
swollen passageways, and muscles are so tight air can’t pass through easily. 

The goal is to manage the condition to the point of no symptoms, says 
Michaud. No coughing or wheezing. No shortness of breath. No sleep inter¬ 
rupted by coughing. 

According to the Asthma Society of Canada, nearly 16% of children aged 
four to 11, 11% of youth aged 12 to 19, and 8% of adults have asthma. It 
seems as children grow into adults, the symptoms go away, although the 
reason is unclear, says Rob Oliphant, president and CEO. 

And it sometimes returns, he says. 

Indeed, there are many different types of asthma — childhood asthma, 
asthma caused by allergies, pregnancy-induced asthma and asthma trig¬ 
gered by exercise, occupation (think hairdressers), even adult onset. 

But among children, September is the worst for visits to hospital. Experts 
believe it’s due to children not using their medications in the summer; fall 
allergy triggers; mold and dust mites in schools that have been closed over 
the summer and being around children with colds, which can trigger an 
attack in a child with asthma. 

In one year, from April 2013 to March 2014, there were 555 visits by youths 
18 years and younger to Niagara Health System’s emergency departments 
and urgent-care centres because of asthma. 

And while there is no consistent guideline among school boards, the 
Asthma Society wants all children with asthma who have been prescribed a 
puffer to be able to carry the inhaler and use it themselves while at school, 
with a spare kept at the school office. 

An Elgin-Middlesex-London MPP is trying to have a law passed that 
would, among other things, let children with asthma carry an inhaler with 
them at all times. 

It would be called Ryan’s Law, named after 12-year-old Ryan Gibbons, who 
died after an asthma attack at his school in 2012. His inhaler was kept locked 
in the principal’s office. 

Empowerment is everything, whether you’re a child or parent. At the first 
visit to the asthma clinic, Victoria broke down and cried. “It was such a relief 
to have a plan," she says. 

"To know what I was doing. To feel confident that I was doing the right 

Since then, Sean has gained weight because he’s eating better. And this 
summer, his parents bought Sean and his older brother, five-year-old 
Mackenzie, an inflatable bouncy castle. Sean bounces around until he’s hot 
and sweaty — an activity that would otherwise have worried Victoria, and 
triggered a coughing spell in Sean. 

He played soccer this summer and runs around so much, his mom has 
trouble following him with a video camera. 

Michaud wants parents to understand that asthma can be controlled. That 
it shouldn’t prevent kids from being kids. 

“It shouldn’t stop you from doing things you want to do,” she says.

Niagara Health System says it has made serious prog¬ 
ress in reducing the amount of time patients’ stay in the 
emergency room before being admitted to hospital. 

Derek McNally, NHS executive vice-president of clini¬ 
cal services said ER stays have been cut by approximately 
30% from the spring, when they were as long as two 

When the NHS took stock of how long patients were 
staying in the ER in the spring, the numbers were not 

“We were definitely not performing well,” McNally said 
Wednesday. “At that time, a patient that was in the emer¬ 
gency department and going to be admitted was in the 
department for up to 48 hours.” 

That figure does not represent two days of waiting to 
see a doctor. The clock starts running when a patient is 
triaged in the ER and doesn’t stop until the patient is 
placed in a bed elsewhere in the hospital. 


McNally said by changing processes, working more 
closely with other departments and improving their bed 
management system, the NHS was able to reduce the 
length of stay to just under 34 hours. 

“That is a considerable improvement, but we still have 
more work to do,” said McNally who said the NHS is aim¬ 
ing to get to 28 hours. 

McNally points out that these long stays in the emer¬ 
gency room are not typical for most patients. 

These are stays for 10 of ER patients who need to be 
admitted to hospital. 

The lengthy waits are caused by difficulty in moving 
patients from the ER to appropriate beds in the hospital. 
Demand for beds Is always high and when there are no 
free beds, patients have to wait. This can cause a domino 
effect, increasing stays in the ER and even waits to see a 
doctor as the caseload backs up. 

It is not a problem unique to Niagara. This week, the 
Canadian Institute for Health Information released a 
report looking at the length of ER stays, and found it to be 


Agnita Pal of CIHI said the institute looked at more 
than 10 million ER visits in Canada, a figure that repre¬ 
sents about 60% of all ER visits. 

They found one in 10 ER patients spent nearly 29 hours 
in an ER before being admitted. 

Pal said they also looked at patients older than 65 and 
found one in four seniors were being admitted from the 
ER and stayed more than 25 hours. 

Pal said hospitals across the nation are starting to 
change their bed management programs to try and 
improve the situation. 

However, she said a significant part of the solution 
won’t be found in hospitals themselves. 

“Many hospitals are look at community based care for 
people who do not need to be admitted to a hospital, but 
can receive care at home or another facility,” she said. 
“Improvements to other parts of the health-care system 
are very important.” 

McNally said NHS staff meet twice daily to review the 
case load in the ER and where beds are available else¬ 
where in the hospital system.

Her words stung as she issued her husband an ultima¬ 
tum: “You’ve gotta start doing things for yourself, or I'm 
gonna put you in a nursing home.” 

George Stafford had survived two strokes, and his wife, 
Eileen, was suffocating under her role as his caregiver. 
She was everything to him. She was his security blanket 
and felt guilty for having time to herself. She hardly slept 
at night. If he fell and she wasn’t home, she felt guilty for 
not taking better care of him. If she was away, she’d 
phone every half hour. If he didn’t answer, she’d race 
back to make sure he was OK. 

She thought: If he could only be more independent. 
More self-reliant. 

Her words had been pent up for a long time. And when 
they spilled, it was like a dam of frustration bursting. 

And, yes, regret was instant. “I felt guilty and I felt bad 
and I apologized,” says Eileen, 77. 

She loved him. Cared deeply for him. She married 
George when she was 16. Had three kids by the time she 
was 22. And felt like “an old lady” when her fourth came 
at age 27. 

They used to dance up a storm at the legion, St. 
Catharines Branch 24 on Church St. After the strokes, 
George developed COPD — chronic obstructive pulmo¬ 
nary disease, and died in 2012. They were married 59 

He hated being alone. And the guilt of leaving him at 
home ripped her apart. He fell one day at his daughter's 
house, and cracked two ribs. And even though his daugh¬ 
ter was home, Eileen beat herself up for not being there, 
too. “I wasn’t there and I felt really bad,” she says. 

“It's my fault. I should have been there to help him.” 

Months of being a caregiver had worn away at her 
patience. Her ability to cope. 

“Who do your take your anger out on? The person clos¬ 
est to your. The person who you love,” she says. 

One of her coping tools was a group of other caregivers 
she met through Survivors of Stroke Niagara. They’d get 
together every month, and somehow the simple act of 
talking and sharing, subdued the intensity of her frustra¬ 
tion at home. 

She called the discussions Eileen’s Bitch Sessions. 
(Humour is a good coping tool, too.) 

And she discovered that her feelings were shared by 
other caregivers. 

Often, she’d hear comments like: 

It would be nice to be appreciated once in awhile. 

I can never do anything right. 

I’m tired too. 

I don’t have a life anymore.

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Turning to SOS for help 


The SOS group is hosting a discussion on verbal abuse 
today, by caregivers and by care receivers. It usually hap¬ 
pens in private. It doesn't leave physical evidence, like 
bruises. There are often no witnesses to validate their 
experience. And it’s painful, debilitating and demeaning, 
says Marg Cyr, the session’s organizer. 

"We have to take this subject out of the closet, bring it 
out and talk about it,” says Cyr, 80.

Her husband, Ted, had two strokes and died in 2011 at 
age 79 of an unrelated medical condition. They were 
married 56 years. 

There were moments when his own frustrations ate 
away at his patience. Marg could be busy making dinner, 
and Ted would insist she come to him immediately. 
“Nothing else is more important than what they want in 
that moment,” she says. Other times, after she had helped 
him cut up food at die dinner table, he'd tell her: “You 
didn’t do it right.” 

“It wears you down,” she says. 

The discussion is not about assigning blame, but about 
having an open talk so people can identify verbal abuse, 
understand why it happens, and find the coping tools to 
handle it, she says. 

Caregivers burn out and wear out. “A stroke happens to 
a family, not just the person,” she says. 

Verbal abuse is a pattern. Not one day when you said 
something bad, says Heather Kilty, Brock nursing profes¬ 
sor and the event's guest speaker. In private practice as a 
psychotherapist and counsellor, she has counselled abu¬ 
sive parents, and men who abuse. 

At it’s mildest, verbal abuse is about using words to 
discount and trivialize someone who is vulnerable and 
dependent on you for their care, attention and love, she 

It can escalate to accusing, blaming, judging, criticizing 
and name calling. In the extreme, ordering someone 
around, controlling their freedom, denying them friends 
and yelling. 

“It’s insidious and it makes a person feel devalued,” 
says Kilty. 

“The only source of information about who you are is 
coming from the person who is abusing you." 

Sometimes the abuse is intentional. Other times, the 
person is unaware. 

Many times, the victims don't speak out. "If you depend 
on someone else to care for you, you’re not likely to 
report the person,” says Kilty. 

“People who live with verbal abuse are damaged by it. 
They don’t have their voice,” she says. 

She is neither condoning the abuse, or blaming the 
abusers. 

It’s about understanding the complicated mix of cir¬ 
cumstance and emotion that contributes to it: a caregiver 
feels overburdened and tired; they have no other sup¬ 
ports; they are functioning on little sleep, without breaks; 
they never learned healthy ways to deal with stress; the 
caregiver did not have a good relationship with the per¬ 
son before they became ill; they have no training; they are 
unwell or aging themselves; and they are burdened with 
new financial responsibilities. 


Many times, Eileen handled the stress with humour. 

One time, George was yelling because he’d slipped and 
fallen in the shower. Eileen came running to his aid, but 
in the chaos, turned the water to ice cold, instead of turn¬ 
ing it off. 

She’s trying to pull him out of the tub. They’re both 
drenched. And she starts laughing. 

"You looked like a beach whale, hun,” she told him. 

“I could have got killed,” he said. 

“Yeah," she conceded, "but you’re still here."

Arena has 'wow'

It’s the biggest, most advanced 
arena ever built in Niagara. And there 
isn't a bad seat in the house. 

Among the standout qualities of 
the new $50-million Meridian Centre 
is a design that creates a flawless 
view of the ice. 

“It’s an open bowl — no matter 
where you sit, you're going to have a 
great seat. This really is a pretty spec¬ 
tacular and beautiful building,” said 
marketing director Kay Meilleur, who 
spoke before a sneak peek media 
tour of the complex located in the 
former lower parking lot. 

The City of St. Catharines-owned 
facility will be operated by SMG, and 
is the new home of the Niagara 
IceDogs, who play their home opener 
tonight. Among other features, it will 
also be a sports and entertainment 
complex. 

Dallas Green, who performs as City 
and Colour, is set to play as the cen¬ 
tre’s official opening act on Tuesday, 
Oct. 21. 

The 160,000-square-foot facility — 
which officially broke ground in 
December 2012 — will have 5,300 


seats for hockey games and room for 
6,000-plus during concerts. 

It also has sections of retractable 
seats at one end that can be moved to 
allow band crews to seamlessly set 
up or tear down stages. 

Another feature is a St. Catharines 
sports wall of fame and new hall of 
fame with glass cases. 

The stunning IceDogs dressing 
room is near a well-appointed train¬ 
ing area, and space is available for six 
other dressing rooms. 

Before the tour. Mayor Brian 
McMullan spoke of the “wow! factor” 
expressed by people who’ve explored 
the facility. 

"Even for myself, it has turned out 
far better and has exceeded my 
expectations," said McMullan, over 
the banging and clacking noises of 
the IceDogs practising on the ice. 

“So many people have had a hand 
in making this facility a reality.” 

The centre was also built on time, 
and on budget. Outside it features 
two bridges, worth $2 million, that 
were donated by Tom Rankin, whose 
company partnership Ball-Rankin 
Construction was awarded the con¬ 
struction contract. 

Meridian executive Wade Stayzer 


spoke of his credit union proudly 
agreeing to a “partnership” rather 
than a sponsorship. 

Meridian got the naming rights for 
the facility after a donation of $5.23 
million over 25 years. 

“I’m sure the Meridian Centre is 
going to live up to your expectations 
of being a first-class spectator facili¬ 
ty,” he said. 

Rick Lane, the city’s director of cor¬ 
porate strategic initiatives, praised 
the building’s craftsmanship and 
“best practices” gleaned from other 
spectator facilities. 

“What’s the ‘wow!’ factor? — the 
building and its workmanship,” he 
said, adding the site had a perfect 
construction safety record. 

IceDogs owner Bill Burke was 
equally effusive. 

“We moved in last Monday. The 
hockey side, after hockey practice 
yesterday, came marching over,” 
Burke said. 

"In my business career ... that most 
exciting day was yesterday, when 
everyone moved over.”

Richard was out of options. He was sleeping in his car and spending his days at the racetrack while 
his wife Linda thought he was at work. Gambling more and more, trying to get out of financial trouble, 
he had drained his family’s savings and was deep in debt. In desperation, he asked his wife’s boss for 

“The first question my boss asked Richard was ‘Does Linda know?”’ explains Linda. “He had to admit 
that I didn’t. So, part of the agreement was my boss would lend him the money - but Richard had to 

Linda’s first reaction to her husband’s confession? Anger. The second overwhelming feeling was guilt: 
“How did I miss this?” 

According to research from the Responsible 
Gambling Council (RGC), one in ten Ontarians 
report being negatively affected by someone 
else’s gambling - that’s over one million people. 

Problem gambling not only impacts the gambler, 
stressors can be felt by family and friends, with far- 
reaching emotional and financial repercussions. 

During its Problem Gambling Prevention Week 
(PGPW), RGC is reaching out to family and friends of 
people with potential gambling problems, providing 
information about how to spot a problem, protect 
finances and get help through local resources. The 
campaign highlights one of the key signs of a gambling 
problem: chasing losses - gambling more in order to 
win back losses or get out of financial trouble. 

There hadn't been any obvious signs of a problem. 

Yes, money was tight, but it had been for a while. Linda 
hadn’t seen any of the bills because Richard always 
looked after the finances. As far as she was concerned, 
it was business as usual. 

In retrospect, she saw things that didn’t add up: Richard’s uncle had died and left them money. The 
couple bought a car and kept the rest of the money in a joint account. One day, Linda went looking for 
the statement book and couldn't find it. 

Their finances were in ruins. Her trust in Richard was 
truly shaken. “The strangest thing for me is I’m not a 
gambler of any kind,” says Linda. “For me it’s: I worked 
hard for this and I want to keep it a bit longer. So it kind 
of blew me away.” 

But Linda has always been a practical person, so she 
didn’t spend a lot of time dwelling on the anger and 
guilt. “Survival kicked in,” says Linda. “I had to make 
sure the kids were OK. I just thought ‘This is what we 
have to do’ and I came up with a plan.” 

Our research shows that approximately 3.4% of 
Ontarians have a moderate to severe gambling 
problem. In Niagara Region, this would equate to 
approximately 11,600 adults. RGC research also 
shows that approximately one in ten Ontarians 
report being negatively affected by someone else’s 
gambling. This means that another 34,200 people 
in Niagara Region are estimated to be negatively 
impacted. 

Free and confidential resources are available. Many agencies also provide help for family members 
and friends of the gambler.

Leanna Kennedy, a Brock stu¬ 
dent from Bridgenorth, near 
Peterborough but who lives in St.

Rykert St. resident Brennan 
Guy, a native of North Bay, said 
by the time the bus makes his 
stop at 8 a.m., it is full and passes 
him by. 

“So I either don't go to class or 
take the bus a half-hour earlier,” 
he said as he returned home from 
school last Wednesday. 

On its return to Brock at 
approximately 1:45 p.m., the bus 


filled and at least three groups of 
would-be passengers were 
passed by. 

Rose emphasized he was not 
singling out transit issues with 
any one provider. 

“One point that I really want to 
make clear is that it’s not a direct 
point-the-finger at one transit 
provider, or one municipality — 
they all need to come together. 

"So it’s not really that. We’re 
riding a St. Catharines bus right 
now, but it’s not necessarily St. 
Catharines Transit that’s at fault, 
because if the region would come 
together, the resources would be 
able to get spread out better and 
that’s what we’re hoping to be 
the solution. 


“This is an issue that has been 
on the table for 50 years. Since 
the inception of Brock, they’ve 
been talking about integrating 
transit and it still hasn’t hap¬ 
pened.” 

Count Thorold Mayor Ted 
Luciani among the supporters of 
one inter-municipal transit sys- 

Luciani, who along with region¬ 
al councillors Barb Greenwood 
of Niagara Falls, Henry D'Angela 
and Thorold regional council 
candidate Fred Neale took a 
return trip shortly after 2 p.m. 
from the university to Thorold, 
said his community, which pays 
St. Catharines Transit $800,000 
annually for service to the city, is 


a perfect example of how a 
regional transit system could be 
operated. 

“There’s a model in place for 
all municipalities to look at,” 
Luciani said. 

“And that’s Thorold, because 
we buy our transit from St. 
Catharines. So if there is one 
transit system, municipalities 
would buy that service from that 
transit company.” 

Niagara Region, which has 
been running a limited inter¬ 
municipal transit pilot project 
since 2011, recently received the 
go-ahead from regional council¬ 
lors to consult further with 
municipalities with the goal of a 
permanent system.

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Author speaks on lakes 


Mark Schacter gives readers a view of 
the Great Lakes like they’ve never seen 

His book, Sweet Seas: Portraits of the 
Great Lakes, gives its readers a picture of 
"what it looks like to travel on and around 
the Great Lakes.” 

Schacter is the first author to be featured 
in the Ridgeway Reads Literary Society’s 
Fall Reading Series, which returns Oct. 
17. 

Schacter spent nine months gathering 
all of the images he needed, and wrote 
several essays describing his journey on a 
freighter while photographing the Great 
Lakes. He also discusses the ecology of the 


Great Lakes and the result of intense 
industrial development on the water. 

“I travelled on the Great Lakes on both 
the Canadian and U.S. side of the border 
and there is a mix of photographs in the 

To capture all of the images he required 
for his book, which was published in 2013, 
Schacter says he travelled many different 
places. He rode on a freighter from 
Montreal to Thunder Bay. He also trav¬ 
elled on a cruise that began and ended in 
Chicago. 

“I think people will find my book really 
interesting because some of the photo¬ 
graphs weren’t just taken on land, they 


were produced from the perspective on 
the water.” 

Schacter was born in Thunder Bay and 
currently lives in Ottawa. He says he has 
always been fascinated by water. 

"Our house in Thunder Bay overlooked 
the harbour and I grew up seeing many 

The 57-year-old enjoys sharing his work, 
which is why he is looking forward to 
speaking at the Fall Reading Series in 
Ridgeway. 

"Any opportunity to share it (my work) 
with people and see how they are respond¬ 
ing to it, and the chance to talk to them 
about it is always great,” he says. 


Schacter encourages anyone with an 
interest in the Great Lakes to attend the 
reading series lecture.

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Poverty linked to oral health

It’s not a secret there is a connec¬ 
tion between an individual’s dental 
health and his or her overall health. 

According to Dr. Carlos Quinonez, 
associate professor and director of 
the Dental Health Specialty Training 
program at the University of Toronto, 
there is a direct link between a per¬ 
son’s income and his or her oral 
health. 

Quinonez spoke about the ways to 
reduce the oral health care gap 
between the rich and the poor during 
a dental health forum hosted by 
Bridges Community Health Centre 
Wednesday morning at the Clarion 
Hotel in Fort Erie. 

There is a growing gap between 
families and individuals with low 
incomes when compared to a person 
or a family with a large income, 
Quinonez told about 30 people who 
attended the forum. 

"Access to dental care has a lot to 
do with income.” 

“Your income level, your employ¬ 
ment conditions, food security, hous¬ 
ing, early childhood development 
and access to oral health care affect 
your dental health,” Quinonez said. 

Sometimes individuals have to 
choose “between paying for food, or 
for rent, or buying your child a new 
toy,” Quinonez explained. 

Other times, people may not be 
able to afford to take the time away 
from work to seek out dental health 

Some dentists won’t accept patients 
receiving Ontario Works or Ontario 
Disability Benefits because these 
individuals can’t afford to pay out of 
pocket for health care. 

Dental care may not be at the top of 
the list for low and middle income 
families because it isn’t affordable. 

Insurance coverage is increasingly 
becoming a barrier to accessing oral 
health care. 

“Benefits plans have changed sig¬ 
nificantly since the 1990s,” Quinonez 
said. “They once covered 100%, and 
went down to 80%, to 70% and now 
many only cover about 50% of the 

There are a growing number of 
seniors who require oral health care 
but can’t access it. 

“The older a person gets, there are 
more reports of not being able to 
afford oral health care because they 
live on fixed incomes, and many are 
no longer covered through work 
because they are retired.” 

In 2004, about 40% of middle 
income individuals and families 
couldn’t afford dental health care. 

“If you can’t get dental care, you 
end up in the emergency room. You 
are given a script for pain, or antibi¬ 


otics and people keep coming back.” 

The number of visits to the hospital 
each year is increasing. Pain and 
antibiotic subscriptions only mask 
serious oral health issues, Quinonez 

The majority of patients seeking 
oral treatment at emergency rooms is 
a “majority of adults.” 

Quinonez suggested the Canadian 
government use European models of 
health care as an example of what 
Canadians should receive in terms of 
oral health care. 

"In Germany, if you’re an employer 
you have to provide dental coverage 
for employees because it is law.” 

Quinonez recommends individu¬ 
als, and organizations concerned 
about oral health to lobby the gov¬ 
ernment to invest in both a robust 
public and private oral health care. 

In 2000, Canadians spent $8.8 bil¬ 
lion on public oral health care, and 
that number was significantly higher 
in 210 at $13.6 billion. 

Canada spends less than the U.S. 
does on public dental care. 

"We ranked last amongst all west¬ 
ern industrial nations.” 

"If you rank Ontario, we are last.” 

It isn’t enough to educate people 
about proper oral health. According 
to Quinonez, politicians need to 
assist in finding funding for public 
health care so more people can 

"We want to educate people about 
brushing their teeth, but it won’t 
change their behaviours. That will 
only reduce the gap by 11%," he said. 
“We need to provide better access to 
health care and that will reduce the 
gap by 60%, and we can reduce the 
gap by another 30% by improving 
quality of lives.” 


The Community Health 
Dental Report 

Bridges Community Health Centre, 
an organization of health care pro¬ 
viders that offer primary care, health 
promotion and community develop¬ 
ment services to Fort Erie, Port 
Colborne and Wainfleet conducted a 
survey of its clients in February 2014 
about oral health. 

• 564 dental health surveys were 
submitted 

• Only 47% of respondents had seen 
a dentist in a year. 

• About 15% said they hadn’t seen a 
dentist in seven years or longer. 

• 38% said they had no dental 
health benefits. 

. Fewer than 20% of 89 seniors has 
seen a dentist in the last year. 

• Almost 50% indicated they expe¬ 
rienced mouth pain while eating. 

• Close to 40% said their mouth 
health affects their self-esteem.

Sometimes, she opens the box. Lifts the lid 
and breathes in a delicate balance of pain 
and comfort, sadness and joy. 

“If I need it, it's there," she says. 

Inside is all that she has of her baby girl. 
Baby Kinsley. 

There’s a onesie with tiny flowers that big 
brother, Marshall, picked out for her on a 
shopping trip with mom. There’s a pink cro¬ 
cheted cap and sweater made by her cousin, 
and a pink sweater, booties and cap with 
mouse ears made by a hospital volunteer for 
times like this. 

And there’s a photo album. 

It’s filled with mostly black-and-white pho¬ 
tographs of Kinsley. Photos of each and every 
body part. Her tiny toes. Ear. A skift of hair; 
remarkable since both her older brothers 
were bald until their first birthday. Her tiny 
hand on daddy’s thumb. 

There’s a photo of her parents, Carly and 
John Aanen of St. Catharines, still in a hospi¬ 
tal bed in a labour and delivery room at the 
St. Catharines hospital. John is holding little 
Kinsley, swaddled in his arms. Carly’s eyes 
are closed; her forehead pressed against 
John’s head. 

“I was exhausted and emotionally drained 
beyond words,” she says. 


Kinsley, on May 23, 2013, at 33 weeks, was 
stillborn. She had died in the womb. 

There was a time when Carly wanted noth¬ 
ing to do with photographs of Kinsley. 
Wanted nothing to do with talking about her 
baby girl. 

That has changed. 

Photographs of Kinsley are displayed 
throughout their St. Catharines home. The 
box of memories sits on a shelf in the hall¬ 
way. And Carly is passionate about talking 
about all her children. All four of them. Six- 
year-old Marshall; three-year-old Bryson; 
Arabella, 3 months; and of course, Kinsley. 

The photos give her comfort. Even if she 
doesn’t flip through the album, just knowing 
it’s there, is enough. 

"I don’t know what I’d do without them,” 
she says. “To me, this is her. This is all we 
have.” 


Carly had a normal pregnancy. Then one 
night, at about 33 weeks, she had a feeling. A 
feeling strong enough that when she was 
talking to husband John, an electrician who 
was at a job site in Pickering, she asked him 
to come home. 

That feeling turned to worry by morning. 
She hadn’t felt the baby move. 

“It’s probably just sleeping,” John assured 
her.

But Carly booked an appoint¬ 
ment with her obstetrician any- 

When the doctor couldn't find 
the baby’s heartbeat, and when 
the ultrasound technicians 
wouldn’t answer any of her ques¬ 
tions, she thought to herself, 
“This is it." 

Standing alongside John in the 
doctor’s office, he confirmed 
their baby had no heart beat. 
Carly fell to the floor, sobbing. 

At home, they waited. Waited 
for their doctor to call with a time 
to be induced at the hospital. 

Carly would have to labour, 
and deliver her baby. 

She doesn’t remember much 
about that experience. She was 
quiet. Focussed. “I just wanted it 
to happen,” she says. 

John told her she was his rock 

She remembers a nurse work¬ 
ing that night come visit her. To 
tell her, she had also had a still¬ 
born baby. “It will be hard, but I 
promise you, you can do it,” she 
told Carly. 

Then she asked: “Have you 
thought about pictures?” 

Carly wanted nothing to do 
with photographs of a dead 

Kinsley was born the next day, 
in the afternoon. 

“I couldn’t look,” says Carly. “I 


didn’t want to.” 

The nurses took her away, 
cleaned her up, and dressed her 
in that little flowered onesie that 
Marshall had picked out. 

In time, Carly held her baby. 
Exhausted, her head empty of 
thoughts, all she could do was 
cry. 

Then she thought more about 
photographs. For her boys. 

She could look at them when 
she was ready. Or leave them 
stored away forever. 

"It’s still their sister," she 
thought. “I want them to know

She has her own business, 
Stacy's Creations Photography, 
in Welland.

She was the area co-ordinator 
for St. Catharines and Welland, 
but is taking a break because of 
the emotional toll it took on her 
own life. 

In four years, she photographed 
33 families. 

She captures all of their little 
parts. Hair. Shape of their nose. 
Birth marks. Everything. 


“It validates this child’s life,” 
she says. 

“They’re here for such a short 
period of time. Time goes so 
quickly and you forget, and you 
wish you had that time back.” 


In the fall of the year Kinsley 
died, Carly became pregnant 
with Arabella. 

She was so excited, she wrapped 
up the pregnancy test in a onesie 
and left it for John to find. 

The next day, she was terrified. 
Would it happen again? 

Carly would have more than 
the usual number of doctor’s 
appointments and ultrasounds. 
And there were a couple moments 
when she found privacy in her 
bathroom, sat on the edge 
of the tub, and cried. 

Friends reassured her: 

“You were meant to get 
pregnant. You were meant 
to have another one." 

Carly was induced at 37 
weeks. Arabella was born, 
two days before what would 
have been Kinsley’s first 
birthday. 

It seemed only right to ask 
Stacy to return, to take her 
newborn photos.

Losing her broke our hearts, as 
well as the hearts of our friends 
and family.

It warms my 
heart to know people are think¬ 
ing about her often. I’m not 
scared or ashamed to talk about 
her and it makes me sad when 
people avoid such conversations 
with me. I know she’s smiling 
watching us and knowing we are 
keeping her name known. To see 
so many people acknowledge her 
on her birthday took my breath 
away. Even in the excitement of 
welcoming Arabella, so many of 
you took time to remember her. I 
thank you all for that and I am so 
grateful for your thoughtfulness. 

We want to help break the 
silence and we hope our friends 
and family will too. 

She is our beautiful daughter 
and she always will be.
